Flrat of all. these particular powers are 
handed to tho President on a standby boals 
only untU next June 30. Except In dire emer- 
gency, it doesn't aecm Ulccly he'd go to tho 
trouble of setting up a new OPA even on a 
restricted scale, when It might be swept away 
in loss than a year: 

The new legislation authorizes the Presi- 
dent to try drat lor voluntary control agree- 
ments from labor and Industry. If he can t 
get the agreements or they don't do the job, 
then he can Impose "selactlve" controls on 
particular Indua tries. 

Some lawmalcora objected to this, declar- 
ing that only overall controla will worlc. But 
In the limited emergency enforced toy tho 
Korean war, general eelllnBa may not be 
needed. Why InaUt on extra work and ex- 
pense tor nothing? 

The "selective" Idea Is all right In prin- 
ciple. The trouble la, that as written Into this 
legislation It contains a patent deception. 
Tho President Is compelled to put a lid on 
wages in any field where ho considers price 
■ celflnga necessary. Or at least, so it seems at 
flrat glance. ,,, 

But a clauso In the bill states apeclfically 
that the President shall ban pay raises "which 
he deems would require an Increase In the 
price celling or impose hardahlpa or Inetiultlea 
on sellers operating under the price ceiling. 

What does thla mean? Blmply that when- 
oVer Mrf Tru^n Wb that a wage boost 
would not compel a rise In the price ceiling, 
he can approve the pay hike. The discretion 
m his— not Industry's or labor's. Thus the ap- 
parently Iron-clad Insistence that wage and 
price controls go together la an Illusion. 

Maybe that insistence U utterly Imprac- 
tical. What worker would be happy watching 
wages go up in uncontrolled fields while his 
pay U irozen? But It It la practical, why try 
to tool people? Why not concede that the 
■president must hnve discretion In such mat- 

Another bad feature: Any celling limits on 
" farni commodities c ould- not, -be-sat— lower 
than p^rity "F^ices tor"tIlO!e-product3-Thls 

groups wlilch congress, m"wnr and outrseema- 
unable to resist. 

Yet why should congress rise above polltli 
when the President himself falls to? It 111 
behooves him to complain about the expira- 
tion dote or any other aspect ot the prlce- 
wngo controls in this legislation, because he 
didn't ask lor these powers at all. 

Before the Korean war, with the nation 
relatively more at peace and the economy 
under less strain, Mr. Truman repeatedly 
over a span of three years.oskod for stand- 
by powers. Perhaps because he was sure he 
wouldn't get them but would merely reap po- 
litical bf nellt from proposing them. Now that 
a genuine emergenc/ft here, he hasn't sought 
them. For this Is IflSO— election Ume. 

Slnce the control powers probably won't be 
used, is anybody the loser? Only the Ameri- 
can people, who once more have been treat- 
ed to a show of shoddy politics when states- 
manship should bB the order of the day.

CITIES ON WHEELS? 
President Truman Is a little more practical 
than James Roosevelt, Democratic nominee 
for governor In California. In his plan to pro- 
tect civilian workers against atomic bombs. 

Mr. Truman proposes less than a tilth of 
Washington's government workers get out 
of bomb range Into the surrounding country- 
side. And even these would be wltUln com- 
-mutlne dtstance of their present homes. 

In contrast, Roosevelt suggests the estab- 
lishment of virtually complete cities — an al- 
ternate Los Angeles, San Francisco and San 
Diego, and so on— In safe Inland areas. When 
trouble threatens, he would move Just about 
everybody non-es-ientlal into the alternate 
centers. 

The e.wentlal people would be left behind— 
to be bombed. 

Mr. Truman says his plan nould- cost 
around $140,000,000.. Nobody thUG far has 
dared put> price tag on Roosevelt's evacua- 
tion plan. But unless he's thinking about tent 
cities, the cost would be colossal. 

Evacuation of top-level government peo- 
ple may be vital to continued direction of 
the nation Jn wartime. Bcyond-that, we prob- 
■ ably ought to be thinking more about de- 
fending the cities we have instead of build- 
ing new t^jgeta & few score miles off.
